MORGAN 


J. Pierpont Morgan has been spoken of in rer-em years as the 


jricaiest financier in ihe world. It was perhaps no mistake ,-o 
to 


refer 10 him. He was at least one of ihe greatest 
men in 
the 


world of iinanee iu either this country or Europe. 


As financial operations have been conducted since the elose of 


ihe- Civil war in the Untied State'; Mr. Morgan was rightfully en- 
titled to leader-hip. He has been denounced on all sides for th«- 
liigh-h;mded manner in which his operations 
were 
conducted. 


But Morgan was only a product of the times in which he lived, a 
type cf the instruments by which onr existing, economic system 
was perfected and just as much a product of modern social and 
economic conditions as is the tramp at the other end of the social 
srcale. What he did. other things being- equal, we would all do. 


Just now there is a great contest going on between rhe 
Money 


Power in Wall street, and represented by such men as Mr. Morgan, 
and the federal government. 
Years ago this Money Power began 


•-tealthiiy and insidiously to encroach on the functions of the gov- 
ernment. 
In a majority of the states of the union this 
Money 


Power elected senators and representatives of its own choosing. 


In the South it selected Democrats. In the North it 
selected 


Republicans. At one time it controlled one branch of the govern- 
ment. At another time it dominated in still another department 
of the government. It always was strongly represented in the sen- 
ate and supreme court. It is not too much to say that even presi- 
dents, in a way, have been subservient to the will of the Wall 
street Money Power. 


But in recent years there has been a disposition on the part or 


the people to take back the func-iioiis of government 
shat 
the 


Money Power has insidious!}" wrested away from rhem. This con- 
test between the people and the small class of men of which Mor- 
gan was a type has resulted in certain definite gains in the 
last 


few years for the cause of popular government. 


It is not too much to say, for instance that the legislative and 


executive branches of government are now more responsive to the 
will of Ihe people than they have been since the Civil war. per- 
haps more so than at any time in the past. 
The Federal courts 


however, in popular estimation, arc still dominated by ihe Money 
Power and for this reason the statement finds genera! acceptance 
that "Wall -street i? the capital of the nation and Morgan is king." 
-lust how much of an exaggeration is conveyed in this expression 
is a mooted question. Tn a way. there is nn hereditary or elective 
office in rhe world that wields the power of "The House of M«T- 


Through a vast system of interlocking directorates the Morgan 


firm directly controls $25,325,000,000. 
This control centers in five 


institutions—J.- P. Morgan & Co., the Guaranty Trust Company, 
the Bankers' Trust Company, the First National Bank, and the 
National City Bank. Morgan's house has sixty-three directors in 
thirty-nine corporations with total resources of $10,036,000,000. 
Eighteen corporations and individual firms, clcsely affiliated with 
the Morgan firm, have 746 directors in 134 corporations, with re- 
sources or capitalization amounting to $25.325,000,000. The total 
annual revenue of the five great nations of the world amounts to 
but $4,950,000,000. In this controlled group are banks, trust com- 
panies, insurance companies, railroads and industrial corporations. 
The Morgan group is therefore mere powerful financially than the 
governments of the United States, Great Britain, France. Germany 
and Italy combined. 


In the light of tiiese well authenticated fac-.s is i- any exaggera- 


tion in ,-ay that no president siner- LitK-oin has had the power of 
men like Monran unii Rockefeller? 
Is it any exaggeration to say 


that the System represented by th^e incn and their allies and lieu- 
tenants is actually greater than the power vested by the constitu- 
tion and the people in the federal government? 


Nor is there anything to be gained by denouncing these men 


and saddling all our ills, whether real or imaginary on them. They 
have simply taken advantage, as any other equal number of men 
would, of conditions as they exist and have reared their colossal 
power with the tacit consent of the people themselves. 


But if we stop to Compare the financiers of our own times. Mor- 


gan. Rockefeller. Harriman and several other*. Ih'insr and 
dead, 


with the financiers of a past generation, the Yerkes. the Fiskf-s and 


the Goulds, the comparison is altogether favorable to the iormer.
